_ Anderson said that citrus grow- 
ers paid nearly $10 million in tax- 
es on their citrus land and trees 
in 1954. He pointed out that cit- 
rus shipped out of the state 
brought better than $230. million 
of new money into California last 
year. ” 

In discussing the trends in eat- 
ing haBits, Anderson said that 
consumption of fresh fruits and 
vegetables has increased by 19% 
since 1930: In that same period,

The Food and Drug adminiatga- 
tion this year resumed a previous- 
ly suspended wheat sanitation en- 
forcement program based on spe- 
cific minimum standards. Farmm- 
ers who want to put wheat under 
the 1955 price-support program 
must -meet these more specific 
standards. 

Under the Food and Drug pro- 
gram, wheat does not meet the 
minimum standards if, (a) it con- 
tains more than two rodent pel- 
lets per pint, or comparable 
amounts of other contamination, 
or if (b) it contains two percent 
or more, by weight, of: kernels 
visibly damaged by insects.
